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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: *To provide a simple method for cleaning a bath boiler and 
a bath tub simultaneously, by providing a dry battery driven pump at 
the upper circulation port of bath boiler so that a bath water 
containing a cleaning chemical agent may be circulated from a lower 
circulation port, and the bath tub may be cleaned with a fresh water 
after the drainage of dirty water. 

CONSTITUTION: A cleaning agent is dosed into the water of bath 
tub, and the water suction inlet 2 of pump 1 is connected with the 
upper circulation port A of bath boiler. Upon the pump 1 being 
driven, the water containing the cleaning chemical agent circulates 
through the bath tub in the order of lower circulation port B, bath 
boiler C, upper circulation port A, suction port 2 and outlet port 3, 
thereby forming a circulation circuit. After the passage of preset 
time, the pump 1 is stopped and the water containing the cleaning 
agent is drained out through an outlet port E. Then, a fresh water is 
poured through the upper circulation port A for washing away a dirty 
residue water. Finally, the bath tub is washed to complete the 
cleaning operation. In this manner, the use of dry battery-dr^ 
pump can realize an inexpensive and simple bath boiler cleaning 
method. Besides, because no high pressure means is applied, there is 
no risk of impairing the bath boiler, and the bath tub can be cleaned 
simultaneously. 
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
